The Russian torpedo 
boat destroyer signalled her to stop, but outra- 
geously, without giving any time, discharged a 
torpedo against the “ipsung which imme- 
diately sank, kiliing five and wounding seven. 
‘those wounded and six European and 25 of 
the Chinese crew were taken to Port Arthur, 
The wounded were sent to hospital and the 
rest to the prison, When the captain asked 
the Russian authorities the reason for such im- 
prisonment hewastold that he and his crew were 
suspected to be Japanese spies. When the 
Captain asked the reason for sinking the /7ip- 
sang he was told that it was reported that the 
Hifsan, had fired on the hussi in torpedo boat 
destroyer first, Bul the caplain strongly denied 
the report and says that there were no guns, no 
rifles and not even a pistol or revolver aboard, 
(‘The Russian outrage did nut end there, but 
when they were released they were simply 
(urnished with'a junk without any provisiuns.
